It is true that the defense position of those nations with 
the will to fight is much stronger than those among whose people 
defeatism is widespread.

homeland was reflected in an incident related to the writer by a 
leading member of the present labor government. 
This cabinet member said he had been discussing the 
western European defense situation with M. Ramadier when 
the latter was French National Defense Minister. 
"Ramadier asked me what we British would do if we 
lived in Paris and knew that the Russians could be in our capi­ 
tal within 24 hours after the outbreak of war," the British cabi­ 
net member said. 
"I replied," he added, "that we would do the same thing 
we were prepared to do in 1940. We would fight on the streets 
and in the houses, and we would never give up." 
This British government leader also said there was fear 
among some AmefjcBn military strategists that if war came and 
Russian forces reached the French coast, Britain might become 
untenable because of atom rockets and guided missiles. 
"They talk about the possible necessity of abandoning our 
islands as a major base of operations in the interests of -the stra­ 
tegic concept." the British cabinet member added. 
"But," he continued, "our people are staying here and 
fighting here if war comes. 
"We know the Russians would go for us quickly in the 
event of war, especially with long range projectiles. But they 
won't knock us out as easily as they might be tempted to think." 
On the other hand. General Sir Frederick Pile, who was 
responsible for Britain's anti-aircraft defense against the Ger­ 
man flying bombs and rockets, said recently that Britain could 
stand only one hydrogen bomb. 
"lf this country were attacked by an ordinary atom bomb," 
he said, "we could probably stand ten. Now the H-bomb comes 
into the picture. Wa could stand one. That means a IOO per 
cent defense, and that is not so easy." 
Yugoslavia is a striking example today of one of the few 
countries in Europe whose people possess the will to fight in 
their own defense despite the apparent hopelessness of their 
position if they were attacked by Russia. 
Although Yugoslavia's armed forces total nearly half a 
million men, most of their equipment is obsolete and their tiny, 
antiquated air force is negligible. 
Furthermore, Yugoslavia is not a member of the Atlantic 
Pact and has no definite assurance that the western powers 
would come to its aid if it were attacked by Russia. 
Nevertheless, western diplomats and military experts in 
Belgrade told this correspondent recently that they were cer­ 
tain the Yugoslavians would fight with grim stubborness against 
Soviet aggression, no matter how overwhelming the Russian 
forces might prove to be.
